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I. Misconceptions 


Misconception #1: DANZIG are Satan worshipers. 

Some people interpret DANZIG's lyrics as being about the devil. 
The songs are actually about rebelling against authority, whether 
it's parents, teachers, or the government. 

Misconception #2: DANZIG are not nice people. 

They are very nice--just ask Jon Terry of KIBZ and Terrie 
Richards of KCQR. They have met the band and had a great time 
talking and hanging out with them. Also, every night after a 
show, Glenn sits on the steps of the tour bus and signs 
autographs, takes pictures, etc., with everyone in line. Whether 
there are 60 or 600 fans, Glenn makes sure that every fan is taken 
care of. How many other artists do this? 

Misconception #3: Glenn instigates fights. 

Not true. Glenn does not go out looking for a fight. But, on the 
other hand, he will not back down from a confrontation. 

Misconception #4: Glenn has a "little black book" of people he will 

punish someday. 

Glenn does have a "little black book," but it's just like every other 
guy's "little black book"--full of names and numbers of girls he has 










II. Growing lip DANZIG 


GLENN DANZIG 

Glenn had a pretty normal, if naughty, childhood. He got into basic troubles as a 
boy-throwing firebombs at buildings, you name iL Glenn relates one tale: "I was 
sneaking into a dance--we didn't have any money-by the bathroom window. Who grabs 
my foot but a cop...and he goes, 'Now I got you,' and I went BAM! [kicking motion] right 
in his face." 

Glenn formed THEMlSFITS in the late 70s, SAMHAIN in the mid '80s, and 
DANZIG in 1987. According to Glenn, DANZIG holds the most promise. "With this 
band," he says, "anything I do, anything 1 write, can be carried out—no limitations. 
Wherever I want to take it, [John, Eerie, and Chuck) can go. We try to push the limits of 
what’s acceptable..." 

Over the years, from his early days as a pioneer in the underground punk rock 
music scene and throughout the ever-evolving career of DANZIG, Glenn has refused to 
be forced into a mold, consistently proving that he never could be. 


EERIE VON 

A New Jersey native and professional photographer at the time, Eerie met Glenn 
in the early '80s during a photo session he did with the singer. Eerie had been a long-time 
MISFITS fan and, as a punk drummer himself, he particularly admired Glenn's artistry. 
They struck up a fast friendship, and later Von was asked to join Glenn's new band, 
Samhain. "He thought I was too much of a showman to sit behind a drum kit, so I took 
up the bass." 

In 1987 when DANZIG was formed, Eerie remained on board. Subsequent years 
have been spent building an ever-expanding fanbase, but doing so strictly on DANZIG's 
own terms. "We won't compromise," he says. "If we simply wanted to'make it,'we 
wouldn't be in this band." 

Despite the rigors, Eerie has never lost sight of his own dedication. "When 1 get 
up on stage," he notes, "the feeling is the same as when we started.

Growing up in a musical family, John played trumpet and french horn as a kid, 
and later picked up the guitar, performing with folk groups. But that all changed in one 
blinding moment. "The first time 1 heard 'Cat Scratch Fever 1 by Ted Nugent, 1 knew I 
wanted to do this as a career." In the meantime, he attended the prestigious Peabody 
Institute in Baltimore, studying classical guitar. He later attended Maryland's Towson 
State University studying jazz bass, theory and composition. On the side, he played 
guitars in local rock bands. The two sides of his musical personality pulled at each other 
until, one day, they snapped. 

In January 1987, John auditioned for the new band Glenn was forming. "I hadn't 
heard anything that heavy before," he recalls. "It was fast down-strumming and gave me 
serious cramps. I was determined to do it." He left dazzling guitar solos on Glenn's 
answering machine until he was finally asked to join the band. 

Though he looks forward to someday working again in the classical and jazz 
fields, he is no less enthusiastic about his role with DANZIG, and he remains happy 
helping Glenn realize his vision. "When he's trying to pull something out of me 
musically, and I'm able to give it to him, that's satisfying." 


CHUCK BISCUITS 

Chuck Biscuits left home at age 12 to play drums for the Vancouver-based punk 
band, D.O.A. After that, a move to Los Angeles found Chuck working with other punk 
outfits like BLACK FLAG, THE CIRCLE JERKS, Fear, and THE WEIRDOS .After several 
tours of duty with bands like these, it's no wonder Chuck eventually felt burned out 
enough to call it quits, but as he packed his bags to return to Canada, a call came from the 
east coast asking him to join DANZIG. "I was asked, 'What will it take to get you here,' 
and I said, 'A plane ticket.'" 

Of all his previous band experiences, Chuck is proudest of his work with 
DANZIG, "On the first record, we weren't so sure within ourselves what we were doing 
as a band, but now, there's no doubt."

VIII. DANZIG Recipes 


Mountain "Mother" Mudslide 

1 stick of margarine, softened 

1 cup flour 

1 cup chopped nuts 

8-oz. pkg. cream cheese, softened 

1 cup confectioners sugar 

1 container Cool Whip 

4-oz. pkg. instant chocolate pudding 
4-oz. pkg. instant vanilla pudding 

2 cups cold milk 

1 small Hershey candy bar, grated 

Combine margarine, flour, and nuts in a bowl. Mix well. Press in bottom of 
13x9x2-inch pan. Bake at 350'for 20 minutes. Let cool. 

Combine cream cheese and confectioners sugar. Mix until fluffy. Fold in 1 
cup Cool Whip. Spread over baked crust. Combine chocolate and vanilla 
puddings with milk. Mix until thick and creamy. Pour over cheese mixture. 
Chill until set. 

Top with remaining Cool Whip. Sprinkle grated Hershey bar on top. 
Refrigerate until served. 


"It's Coming Down" Cake 



1 pkg. German chocolate cake mix 
can Eagle Brand sweetened condensed milk 
1 (12.25-oz.) jar caramel ice cream topping 


1 small container Cool Whip 
1/4 cup chopped pecans 





"Thrall" Bars 


FILLING 

1 (14 oz.) pkg. caramels 
1/3 cup evaporated milk 

COOKIE BASE 

1 pkg. Duncan Hines Moist Deluxe Swiss Chocolate Cake Mix 
3/4 cup butter or margarine, softened 
1/3 cup evaporated milk 
1 pkg. (6 oz.) semi-sweet chocolate chips 

Preheat oven to 350'. Grease 13x9x2-inch pan lightly. 

For filling, combine caramels and milk in heavy saucepan. Cook and stir on 
low heat until caramels are melted and smooth. 

For cookie base, combine cake mix, butter and milk in large bowl. Beat at low 
speed with electric mixer until blended. Spread half of the mixture evenly in 
bottom of pan. Bake at 350' for 6 minutes. Sprinkle chocolate chips evenly 
over baked layer. Drizzle filling over top. Use spatula or knife to spread filling 
to cover chips. Cool 5 minutes. 

Drop remaining cookie base mixture by half-teaspoonfuls evenly over filling. 
Use back of spoon to gently spread cookie base to cover filling. Return to 
oven. Bake at 350'F for 17 to 22 minutes or until top looks dry. Mixture will 
not appear firm. Cool. Refrigerate for 30 minutes. Cut into bars. 


Bake German chocolate cake as directed in a 
13x9x2-inch pan. While still warm, poke holes with a 
wooden spoon handle about every 1-2 inches apart. 
Pour and spread on sweetened condensed milk. 
Spoon on caramel ice cream topping. When cool, 
spread on container of Cool Whip and sprinkle with 
pecans. Store in refrigerator before serving. 
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
